ANXIOUS TO SEE SERVICE. 



Tells of Wonderful Esprit de 
Corps Which Exists in the 
McGill Battery Over- 
seas. 



Much interesting news of the 271st 
(C'unatliun) Siege liattery, formerly 
No. 6 (MeCilll) Overseas Siege Bat- 
tery, is contained in a letter received 
by Principal Kraser, of the Montreal 
Presbyterian College, from Sergt. T. 
J. McVittie, Arts '12, Theol. '15. who 
was a corporal In the McUlll C. «). 
T. C, last year, unci gave up hla 
duties as tutor in the Presbyterian 
College to Join Major Talt's unit. The 
letter deuls chiefly with Sergt. Mo- 
Vittie's views of life In the army, 
and forms most interesting reading. 
It is as follows: 

"To a certain extent life in the 
army has been so far fairly unevent- 
ful, being pretty much the umiul pro- 
saic routine of the barracks. With 
the exception of the first two months 
wc Bpent In the Citadel In Halifax, 
our training has been of a very gen- 
eral character. I have been very much 
surprised to find that In both the 
camps In which we have been sta- 
tioned since leaving Canada, the fa- 
cilities for training heavy artillery 
are extremely few. I imngine the War 
Office has the greatest difficulty In 
providing for the needs of the bat- 
teries at the front, nnd of those in 
training. And consequently much of 
our drill Is done on guns which since 
the beginning of the war have be- 
come quite ohsolete. The work, how- 
ever, iR not by any means useless; we 
are gradually acquiring that speed 
and unity of action which are of such 
Importance In any fighting brunch of 
the service. Our drill Is for a. new 
6-lnch Howitzer, the simplest yet the 
most wonderful gun imaginable. I 
have seen photographs of this type of 
gun, and numerous descriptions, nnd 
they bear out in detail all that those 
who have seen It in action claim for It. 
We are going next week to drill for 
a day on this mi.h,- gun, und natural- 
ly I am full of eagerness to see It. 

"t can fully understand now why 
the enemy nre quite unable to with- 
stand the fire of our heavy artillery. 
It Is quite impossible to imagine that 
they have anything nt all equal to the 
Howitzer. The question we are con- 
stantly asking is how long It will be 
until we, too, take our place in the 
firing line, und the Inevitable slow- 
ness of our progress does not make 
the answer at all easier. But I have 
often thought since I Joined the bat- 
tery, that If we knew nil that It 
meant to be actually at the front, we 
would not be in such a desperate hur- 
ry to get there. Nevertheless, I'd go 
to-morrow IÎ they would let me — and 
we are all one In that desire. We 
have not the least lden, of course, 
when wc shall go; that is known only 
In the councils of Henven and tu the 
War Office, but the general feeling Is 
that Christmas will see us In France. 

"For one who bM always held the 
soldier's life In horror, I have had a 
pleasant and most interesting experi- 
ence since f became a soldier. Of 
course, we In this battery are uncom- 
monly privileged. In the first place, 
few units were ever so blessed in their 
officers. From the very flrat our 
welfare has been their flrsf charge, 
nnd never on any occasion have they 
manifested anything but the deepest 
Interest in us. Very few, if any units 
could say that. From first to last, I 
have been treated as a gentleman, 
and I have fouiid 11 a source of en- 
couragement and a pleasant sur- 
prise; for my erroneous views of 
army life had led me far astray. 

"Then, being mostly University 
men, we are an unusual crowd. We 
have so many interests In common; 
we are hound together by the ties of 
a cpmmon Interest in our beloved 
Alma Mater, and, In many instances, 
by a long friendship. One can there- 
fore easily understand the esprit de 
corps that exists amongst us. I have 
never met a body of men so congenial 
and so delightful to work with. Never 
for a moment have I regretted the 
step I took last May. We have the 
intellect, nnd we have the right spirit; 
granted the requisite training, nnd no 
battery ever leC Canada with great- 
er promise of success. 

"I suppose there in a very consid- 
erable decrease In numbers In the 
college this year. I deeply grieve to 
learn that some of my old friends will 
never enter the old halls again. Homer 
Matheson, I fear, Is dead; and Billy 
Keir and Ford -have laid down their 
lives. It makes one sad to think they 
have gone, but they had the crown- 
ing glory of dying In a great and glor- 
ious cause. John .less and Billy Mc- 
Connell are within a few miles of me; 
I hope to see them next week. Jess 
came through with a wound from 
which he has almost recovered. | 
often wonder if in the good Provi- 
dence of Ood, I shall be spared to see 
the old college again In which I spent 
'.he happiest years of my life."

: training since early In the summer. 
Gunner Parsons volunteered his ser- 
vices wif the 6fith Battery last 
spring, and went overseas with the 
draft from that unit. Parsonfl spent 
three years In Seit-nce at McOill, nnd 
was engaged In the manufacture of 
munitions at Lynn. Mass., when he 
Joined the 66th. While a member of 
the McOill team, he was described as 
the fastest man in intercollegiate 
hockey. A brother, Bomb. Lloyd H. 
Parsons, Arch. '16, is with the 66th 
Battery In Kngland. 



S. J. Mathewson, 112 St. Famille 
street, has received word that his son, 
Flight Lieut. Kenneth Mathewson, 
Arts '17, who bus been on tin- list of 
missing since he fell in an air fight 
over the German lines on August .1 
last, was buried by the Germans near 
Lens. A plan of the position of the 
grave of this popular undergraduate 
has been forwarded to Mr. Muthew- 
son. and he ho# also received word 
that Lieut. Mathewson was mention- 
ed In despatches for his good work 
with the Flying Corps, in bringing 
down a German Fokker machine in a 
fight in which he showed his ability 
as an aviator. Lieut. Mathewson wus 
reported missing following a report 
that he had been brought down behind 
the German lines; but until official 
word was received of the finding of 
the body of the young aviator und 
the burial near Lens, hope was not 
abandoned. 

Lieut. Muthewson was one of three 
brothers, all McGill men, who enlist- 
ed with the 6th Uoyil Htrfhlsnderj of 
Cunada soon after war was declared, 
and who obtained commission.! in the 
42nd Highland BatlattOU When that 
unit was foimed under the auspices 
of the parent regiment, the iil'i Royal 
Hlgliinnders, in tin Winter ••< l'ill- 
15. The three brothers '.tut. iV.vi'HPftS 
will the battalion, :>.vl :m l-Jimlumt 
Kenneth was transferred to the Kl>- 
ing Corps. From the first he proved 
a most capable flyer, anil won muoh 
praise for his good work while in 
training in Kngland. At the conclu- 
sion of his training there he was 
drafted to France, anil hud been on 
duty over the German lines until he 
was reported missing. Lieut. Sum .1. 
Mathewson. Bel, 'IB, won the Military 
<>oss and was promoted ti the rank 
of captain for his work with the 42nd 
on the Somme, and a few days n gn 
wus reported to have again been pro- 
moted, this time to the rank of major, 
At the same time that his brother win 
the Military Cross. Lieut. .1. A. 
Mathewson, Law '16, won his cap- 
taincy In the 42nd nnd was wounded. 

Lieut. Kenneth .Mathewson was a 
student at McGill for a number of 
years, first entering the Faculty of 
Arts in 1911. He had received his 
elementary education nt Lower Can- 
ada College, and at the Montreal High 
School. Lieut. Mathewson was three 
vears in the Faculty of Arts, and ont- 
year in the Faculty "f Applied 
Science. He was elected president of 
Arts '17 in his Sophomore year in 
Arts, and also played class hockey. 
\s outside wing of the second Mc- 
Gill football team, he showed such 
signs of promise as a football payer 
that he was chosen by Frank Bhaugh- 
nessy us spare wing for the senior 
football team In 1!»I3. Lieut. Mu- 
thewson was tborn In Montreal on 
January 24, 1894, and was the fourth 
son of Mr. und Mrs. S. .1. Mathew- 
son. 

Lieut. Corin H. B. Cooper. 

A London despatch announces that 
Lieut. Corin Henry Benedict Cooper. 
Bel. '12, of the Royal Engineers, who 
was reported seriously wounded ear- 
ly In the month, has succumbed to 
his wounds after an Illness of sey 
eral weeks. Lieut. Cooper wus with 
the Royal Engineers, 

Lieut. Cooper was the son of th' 
Kev. Sydney Cooper, rector of Hey 
ford, Oxfordshire, England, and utter 
taking his degree In Science in 1911 
wus engnged us assistant to Or. J 
Austen Bancroft, of the Depurtmen 
of Geology, in his work on the Mount 
itoval tunnel. Later he was asslstan 
to Dr. J. Bonsall Porter, In the He < 
partment of Mining, and in 1918 too 
his M.Sc. degree In Mining. The sum- 
mer of 1914 Lieut. Cooper spent on 
Oeologlcal Survey work In the West 
chiefly in connection with the dis- 
covery of oil in the vicinity of Cal- 
gary. 

Lieut. Cooper's work was of such a 
character as to win for him recogni- 
tion as a most promising young geo- 
logist. He did Invaluable service in 
the Mount Royal tunnel, nnd the re- 
sult of his work will appear In the 
forthcoming report. When war wus 
declared Lieut. Cooper hud Junt been 
offered a fellowship In geology at 
Yale University, where he might car- 
ry on further graduate study. He 
saw his ''my clearly, however, 

that he immediately volunteered his 
services to the Home Government. On 
acceptance by the authorities he went 
to Kngland and secured a commission 
in the 15th Battalion of the Liverpool 
Regiment, in which Capt. Bertram St. 
George French. Arts '12, since killed 
in action, also held a commission. Af- 
ter some months' service, Lieut. Cop- 
er wns transferred to the Itoyal Kn- 
glneers, and was connected with the 
178th Company of that branch of the 
service until he was wounded early 
In November. 

"He was a wonderfully fine fellow," 
said !>r. Bancroft to McOill Dally last 
night, "and although he was with 
me at the time when th" Mount 
Itoyal Tunnel was at its dirtiest, he 
could be counted upon to do his duty 
at all times, and under the most dan- 
gerous circumstances. He was a 
splendid type of chap .and took a 
keen interest^ in natural science and 
In literature*

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MATHEMATICS. 

Seventy-five years ago the U. S. Military Academv at West 
l'oint, was the only institution on the Continent which gave a prom- 
inent place in its curriculum to Mathematics. The good standing 
required of graduates of our leading colleges in that hranch, to-dav. 
is known to all. Have we too much Mathematics? Emphatically no 
University authorities are, if anything, conservative; leading 'edu- 
cators would have left higher Algebra and solid Geometry in their 
old important place, and would never have introduced analytic Geo- 
metry, Calculus and Mathematical Astronomy, had they not been 
convinced of the necessity for the change. They have fôr the most 
Tart, rightly judged that it is from the time honoured classic studies 
that are to be acquired facility and elegance in communicating ideas, 
and that from the same source are to be received or strengthened the 
sound principles which beget rectitude of thought and deed They 
have not, however, overlooked the faet that in our practical age not 
only the scientist ami the engineer, but the legislator, the lawyer, 
the journalist, any man looked up to by his fellows, will, at times, 
be called upon to discuss, or even to plan or decide some of the 
thousands of questions, from the laying of a tramway to the build- 
ing of a Woohvorth building, which can be satisfactorily understood 
and wrought out only by mathematical formulae. 

There is no need here to dilate on the excellent mental training 
secured by the study of mathematics. That is one of the few points 
on which educators in all ages have been in accord. Those who 
fail to derive any beneft are usually those who forget that of all 
studies Mathematics require most individual effort. It is unanimous- 
ly agreed that there is no royal road here. In almost every other 
branch the old time recitation and text-book have given place to lec- 
tures and general reading, hut no professor s explanations can make 
the student master of a mathematical formula; the learner must not 
only hear and read the demonstration, but patiently study and reason 
it out himself. It is far easier after a little effort to reason and un- 
derstand than to memorize and work mechanically. The satisfac- 
tion immediately following the real mastery of a mathematical prin- 
ciple is of the keenest kind, and the student who really gets a know- 
ledge of a branch of mathematics never fails to feel that he has m- 
cured advantages beyond his aspirations. 

Is it desirable for everyone who takes a college course to study 
tiueh branches as analytical geometry and calculus? We think that 
it is. True, only for him who takes a course in which the scientific 
clement predominates, will these become instruments powerful 
enough to conquer about all the difficulties of curves and mechani- 
cal problems. But the elements of these branches will throw a flood 
of light on much that is treated in plane geometry and elementary al- 
gebra, which are essentially required for the perfect understanding 
of some of the most frequently employed theorems of higher algebra, 
wnd will furnish a simple solution of many practical problems which 
the student otherwise judges impossible. The man who does not 
master these elements has not a good general education, for he is not 
only a stranger to one of the most sublime realms of human thought, 
but is ignorant of the processes by which all extended operations in 
the exact sciences arc carried forward. Such a one knows nothing 
of the instruments most familiarly used by the engineer, the astrono- 
mer and the machinist, in fact, is ignorant of the characteristic 
mathematical processes of his day. Difficulty is most often found in 
these subjects from a preconceived notion of their abstruseness, but 
they do not in reality lie beyond the reach of the average mind.' The 
average student can master them easily provided he have a fail- 
knowledge of general geometry and of the manipulation of equa- 
tion!. 



Jean Carrere. the Temps correspon- 
dent in Kume, writes an Interesting 
account i«f the statement made by the 
Mtatetec of Finance. Slsnor Luzzat- 
tl, at Venice, to the effect that when 
he was president of the council, he 
hal invileil (lermany to influence 
Austria Into abandoning her aggres- 
sive attitude toward Italy. The reply 
of the Herman Ambassador was that 
Merlin would do what it could to pre- 
vent misunderstandings, but that hav- 
ing need of Austrian support. It would 
be obliged, in case of war between 
Italy and Austria to support the Dual 
Monarchy. This public revelation ( 
made by the "Minister of Finance has 
says M. Carrere. produced an enor- 
mous impression. 

It is therefore once more proven, he 
continues, that the so-called Triple 
Alliance was in reality nothing but an 
alliance between Germany and Austria 
in which Italy was kept by a species 
of blackmail, the perpetual threat of 
an Austrian invasion. All this was 
well known to those to whom the 
political game was familiar, but It is 
good that these facts should be given 
publicly by men who, like Signer Luz- 
zatti, cannot be accused of systematic 
hostility to the Central Empires. His 
speech in Venice is then of consider- 
able importance. It is an accepted 
fact that this Austrian threat to Italy 
was made several times under the 
Prinetti ministry. 

From 1901 to 1903 the situation was 
so gruve that war was considered in- 
evitable, but Italy was not yet ready; 
she was In an isolated position, having 
no alliance except with her own ene- 
mies, and patience was the only course 
left to her. Signor Prinetti retired and 
Signer Tittonl endeavored to mend af- 
fairs, while at the name time safe- 
guarding the essential Interests of the 
country by maintaining the status quo 
In the Adriatic and in the Balkans. He 
made this the basis of his policy. But 
It is known today that the Tittonl 
ministry was nothing but a long 
though secret struggle against Austria, 
an appearance of perfect agreement 
being outwardly maintained. Austria, 
under the Influence of Germany threat- 
ened both during and after the Alge- 
ciras conference, at which the Italian 
representative. Count Vlsconti Venos- 
ta, voted with France on the decisive 
ballot on March 7th. It was then that 
Count Monts the German Ambassador 
In Home made the famous threat that 
the Austrian army would open the 
Milan exhibition. Hut the gravest 
threat of all was made In 1908, when 
Austria annexed Hosnla Herzegovina. 
It was then that the great manifes- 
tation took place before the Aus- 
trian embassy and Signor Fortls made 
his remarkable speech in the Cham- 
ber. But It was impossible for Italy 
to take up arms alone, when France 
accepted the situation, Russia did not 
protest, and Germany backed her ally 
to the full. Once more Signor Tittoni 
staved off the evil day, risking the 
loss of popularity by so doing, and 
managed to make Austria renounce 
her pretentions to the Samijak of 
Kovibazar. which closed the mad to 
Albania and to Salonika to the Dual 
Monarchy. 

Austro-ltallan relations remained 
very strained, for In 1909, after the 
Messina catastrophe, Conrad de Hoet- 
zendorf proposed to the Emperor 
Francis Joseph that the condition of 
confusion In Italy should be taken ad- 
vantage of and that an Austrian army 
should invade and punish the country. 
In 1911, when the Duke of the Abruizl 
pursued the Turkish vessels which had 
taken refuge at I'revenza, Austria sent 
Italy a violently worded Intimation 
and, once more, Conrad endeavored to 
persuade the Emperor to give his auth- 
orization for a war with Italy which 
would restore Venetia to the Austrian 
monarchy. Italy was at the time en- 
gaged in the Lyblan War. Signor Glo- 
litti's revelations In 1914 showed that 
In 1913 Austria had asked Italy to 
Join her In the aggression against 
Serbia and that Italy had refused, but 
from that time on. the sltualon he- 
came extremely difficult and (he last 
year of the San Giuliani) ministry was 
nothing but a daily struggle with the 
pretensions of the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor von Merey. It Is also now known 
that the scheme of the heir to the Aus- 
trian throne, assassinated at Sarajevo, 
was to attack both Serbia and Italy. 
Such have been the real relations of 
the two countries for the last fifteen 
years.

It is valid for one year, and is rcntwable on the same terms, on 
producing an uffldavit that during the year work has been performed to tho 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
